In view of complications which have 
arisen in connection with the Atlantic 
mail service, it is annonnced that the 
government is disposed to receive fur- 
ther propositions for performing this 
service for the coming year. 

MANITOBA. AND NOllTHWEST. 

Irain Exchange Defeats an Anti-Combine 
motion— An Outcome of the mining 
Convention. 

WmsiPBG, Oct. 21.— (Special)— The 
grain exchange yesterday diecasBed a 
resolution introduced by J. K. McLen- 
nan, that in order to prevent grain com- 
bines the Canadian Pacific Kail way Com- 
pany abrogate their present regulations 
which prohibit farmers and othera from 
loading direct on cars at elevator pointa, 
was voted down by 30 to 9. 

The news of the death at llalifex of D. 
A. Stewart, civil engineer, of the West- 
ern division of the C.P.R.. was received 
here to-day with great regret. Deceaied 
has been prominent in railway construc- 
tion in the West since 1877, and took up 
his permanent residence here in ISHO, 

The Golden Coin mining property, 
near Rat Portage, haa been sold for a 
good figure to Mr. Rickard, of London, 
England.

tJuiciiKC, Oct. 21. — (Special) — The 
ateamor Lake Superior, of the Heaver 
line, due here yesterday from Montreal 
for I^iverpool, ran aground of£ Obamplain 
in mid-channel. The ship's position is 
not dangerous. 

The water at Three Bivers, in the St. 
Lawrence, has fallen 15 inches within 2i 
hours, and from the wharves there reefs 
are visible which have not been seen for 
seventeen years. It ia said thnt large 
steamers will hereafter discharge and 
load cargoes here owing to the condition 
of the channel to Montreal.

SALISBURY ON SILVEE. 

He Asks for Uore taformatlon bat iadlcateB 
That Action Is Not IProbablfc 

LoNDo.v, Oct. 21.— The irnited States 

bi-metalliccommissioners recognize that 
their misaioa has been unauccesaful, 
though they will not admit it, as the 
answer of Great Britain says that coun 
try will be glad to receive other propoai' 
tiona, and the commiasioners have dO' 
cided as a matter of form to return to 
France, and consult the French govern 
ment as to whethex fresh proposals are 
desirable. Batitis not expected that 
anything will result from their visit to 
Paris. The Marciuiaof Salisbury in his 
note to the United States ambassador 
and the French ambassador, Baron de 
Uourcol, Bays that by far tiie most im- 
portant proposal aubmitted ia that con- 
cerniui: the re-opening of the India 
mints, adding : 

" The government of India point out 
that they can hardly be expected to give 
up the policy which for four years they 
have been endeavoring to makeelTective, 
in the absence of substantial security 
tliat the system to be Bubstituted for it 
ia practically certain to be stable. If 
owing to the relative emallneBS of the 
area over which the bl-metallic system 
was to be eetabliehed, tothegreatdiverg- 
ence between the proposed latlo and the 
present gold price of silver, or to any 
other cauae, the legal ratio Of silver were 
not maintained, the position of silver 
might be much worse than before and 
the financial embarrassinenta of the gov- 
ernment of India greater than any with 
which they have yet had to contend." 

The report concludes: "Her Majesty" 
government is therefore deairoua to 
ascertain how far the views of the French 
and American governmente have been 
modified by the decision arrived at and 
wJielhere they desire to proceed further 
with the negotiations at the present 
moment. It ia possible that the time 
which has lapsed aince the proposala 
were put forward in July last may enable 
the TepresentatlveB of the two govern- 
ments concerned to form a more accurate 
estimate than then practicable of the 
amount of assistance they may expect 
from other powers and of the aucceea 
their scheme ia likel7 to attain. The 
government might then bo placed 
in a position to consider the subject with 
fuller knowledge than they now poaseas 
of many of the circumatancea materially 
afTecting the proposala before them."

The Insane French Shepberd Has Been 
Successfully Operating for Two 
Years. 

Pakts, Oct. 21. — Ten inyBterious mur- 
ders and four attempts at murder that 
have occurred within the past two years 
in various parts of France, are now 
ascribed to the shepherd Vaoher, who 
was arrested a few days ago at Belley, 
department of Aix. Vacher, who fan- 
ciee Inmeelf a hero, deecribea lads in 
connection with the crimes with evident 
relish. At the time of his arrest he 
coufeaaed that he had killed three 
young girls, two women and three shep- 
herd boys. The murders were of a char- 
acter similar to those committed by 
" Jack-the-Iiipper " in the Whitechapel 
district of J^ondun some years ago, 
Vacher is doubtleaa inaaue. 



GEliJIANY BRACING UP, 

To Increase the Army as Well as the Navy 
and make a Great Demonstration. 

London, Oct. 21, — The Qferman gov- 
ernment, according to a special despatch 
from Berlin published to-day, in ad- 
dition to the Bums of money which will 
be asked for to increase the strength of 
the uavy, will shortly ask for a large in- 
creaae in the army eatimates. While at 
Wiesbaden, the despatch adds. Emperor 
William struck the names of many 
otlicera ofl" the active list of the army in 
piirauanco of hia policy of placing 
younger men iu the nioat important 
puBts. It has alreiiiiy been deciiled that 
the German uriny iiiuiuinivrea of ISDS 
will be held in Alsace-Lorraine, and that 
they will be on an unprecedentedly 
large scale. 

THE SAUSAGE MAN'S CASE. 

One Juror Not Yet Convinced That He 
Boiled Down His Wife. 

CiiicAco, Oct. 'JO. — It ia the firm do- 
termination of Judge Tiithill to keep the 
Luetgert jury until Saturday night, or 
late Saturday afternoon, before he per- 
mits them to go with a disagreement. 
At one time to-day the jury sent for 
Judge Tathill to know, among other 
thiujj;8, if cloven men could compel one 
man to vote with them, or if K verdict 
would be valid if but eleven men signed 
it. This incident givea to the State the 
idea that there la but; one man standing 
between Luetgert and a death sentencK. 
Judge Tuthill lefased to answer the 
question. 

Luetgert was astir early again thia 
morning, and, aa tiaual, ate a hearty 
breaktaet. Tiie auaiieiise concerning hia 
fate doea not allect the appetite of the 
big sausage maker.

Fort Lockii.^kt, India, Oct. 21. — Yea- 
terday afternoon the British forces 
stormed and eventually carried Dargai 
ridge, Samana range, where the insiir- 

cent tribeamen were mnesed in force. 
The latter made a stubborn reaistance 
and only retired after euU'ering great 
a. The battle waa the moat im- 
portant yet fought during the campaign. 
Sis officers and 100 men were killed or 
wounded. 

London, Oct. 21. — The advance of the 
British force in yesterday's battle at 
Dargai ridge was rendered extremely 
lifficult by the precipitous nature of the 
hill, the men having to scale from rock 
to rock, there being almost no paths to 
facilitate their movements. The loss 
sustained by the nativea cannot be esti- 
mated, but the alaugbter was great. 
Many of the tribeamen were shot at they 
were fleeing to the heights above their 
abandoned positions. There was severe 
hand-to-hand fightine when the attack- 
ing forces rushed the position of the 
tribesmen. 

The staunch reaiatance of the insurg- 
ent tribeamen and the apparently heavy 
losaes of the British, are facta which are 
viewed with serious miegivinga ia Lon- 
don to-day. The insurgents were evi- 
dently in great force for, iii addition to 
being able to make a stubborn stand 
against the British advance, they had a 
contingent of 7,000 men to spare for the 
landing movement. TSiot auy of .the 
storiea of that fierce engagement sug- 
gest any demoralization on the part of 
the enemy, who retired in good order 
and proceeded to construct fresh defen- 
aive works on the adjacent hills, show- 
ing that Afrldiland will probubly have 
to be conquered yard by yard. 

The news ot the massing of Afridis in 
Sampaijha Pass, and the repoit that they 
are erecting strong fortilications there is 
moat disquieting. The newspapers here 
criticize the plan of campaign which ap- 
parently necessitates capturing the same 
ground twice, as Dargai ridge was car- 
ried on Monday, only to be left for the 
tribesmen to reoccupy on Tuesday. 
Bat it appears that the British (orce 
which first captured the ridge was not 
provided with commiaearint suppliea, 
and the difficulty of forwarding them 
from the baee was insurmountable. 

Simla, Oct, 20. — Accordinir to advices 
from Fort Lockhart. the tribesmen, hav- 
ing occupied the Dargai Ridge, which 
commanded Ohagru, on the Samana 
range, General Sir Yeatmau-Biggj 
sent the Second Division this morning to 
dislodge them. The position was a very 
strong one, on the summit of a precipi- 
tous hill, reached only by a single path, 
along which the attacking force, consist- 
ing of the Gurkha Regiment and the 
Doraetshire Regiment, was obliged to- 
climb in Indian file, the battei iea nieau- 
while shelling the Sangers. The British 
aull'ered a temporary check when they 
reached the open space, and were expos- 
ed to an accurate fire. After a prolong- 
ed artillery lire the Gurkhas were rein- 
forced by the Gordon Highlanders. 
Then followed a magnificent rush 
across the open apace, in the teeth of a 
murderous fuailade. The enemy stood 
their ground till the Briliah reached the 
rocks Delow, down which tlie tribeamen 
could not aee to fire, and then they fled 
pell-mell. The loeaea of, the Gurkhas 
and the Gordon Highlanders were 
severe. 

Three British compauies croaaed the 
zone of fire at a rusli, sustaining heavy 
loeeea, while the remainder deployed to 
the left, to intercept a fl.uik attack 
threatened by some seven tlioitaand of 
tlie eiioiny h'oni tliat direction. The 
DoretUahire llegimeiit attempted to Blip- 
port tliree companies of Giirkhaa, but 
waa kept back by the enemy, who re- 
mained cool, and reaeri-ed their fire un- 
til the British were well exposed. 

At 12:30 p.m. matters looked serious, 
as the British gun fire, though aided by 
a mountain battery from Fort Golistan, 
had failed to dislodge the enemy. Gen- 
eral Koinpster thereupon went forward 
in person, moving up the Gordon Iligh- 
hmdera and tlie Third Sikh Regiment in- 
to the lighting line. A systematic aa- 
aault waa oganized, and 2,000 men, with 
lixed bayonets, stood waiting for the 
advance. Three minutea before the word 
of command was given, Genernl Kenip- 
ater heliographed back inatructions to the 
b.itteriP8 to concontrntB their lire. The 
18 pieces of artillery responded, and un- 
der cover of thia the the leading com- 
pany o£ the liighlaiulera, amid perfect 
silence, ruahed into the fire. Half the 
men dropped, but the remainder pushed 
g.Ulantly on till they reached tlie cover 
where the Gurkhas lay. The rest of 
the forces streamed after them, and 
the tribesmen, seeing that most of the 
troops had passed ithe, range of their 
fire, Sed up the hiUanU collected, under 
cover of the cliffs. The Highlanders and 
mixed regiments, after pausing a mo- 
ment to take breath, aj;ain advanced to 
the aaaault, and 2U luiiiutea later the 
position waa won. General Sir Yeat- 
luau-Bigga will continue the advance, bo 
as to hold the frontal hilla and push on 
to Kharapoaa, where lie will be joined 
by Sir William Lockhart. ■ '• '

San Francisco, Oct, 21. — The follow- 
ing advices were received to-day per the 
steamship Alameda which arrived from 
Sydney via Honolulu: "The Colonial 
Sugar Company is urging the New Zea- 
land legislature to levy a special duty of 
£2 per ton in excess of . that already im- 
posed on beet root sugar imported: -into 
the colony. 

In the month of July gold td the value 
ot £1,011,615 was shipped to England 
from Australia, making a total of 
£7,080,330 for seven months, aa com- 
pared with £3,918,170 and £3.045,114 in 
the correspondinK periods of 1S>J5 and 
1896.' Of eilver, the exports for the 
BOVBU months amount to £114,460, 
against £48,800 and £4.974 in the like 
time in the two preceding years. Of 
silver ore, the value of the seven months' 
exports from Australia was £741,095, 
airainst £711,219 in 1S9U,

X KAYS IN UOUKT, 

A Picture by This Process Introduced to 
Decide an Important Issue.

Vancouvkh, Oct. 21, — (Special)— A 
canviiSB of leading merchants bLuws that 
a majority favor Beuii-muuioipal tax ex- 
emption of the propoBed new C.P.R. 
buildings and improvements. Moat of 
tbem are averse to any exemption on 
the preEent property of the company. • 

Inquiries in iulluential labor quarters 
indicate that a coneiderable labor vote 
may be cast against any exemption of 
O.P.R. property. One argument strong- 
ly urged is that the C.P.R. has too long 
held unimproved and undeveloped a 
large area of land at Fairview and in 
other parts of the city, awaiting better 
times and higher realty values. Many 
labor men urge that, as an outcome of 
this, daily workers have been compelled 
to build and reside near the 
outer limits of the city, at great 
coat and inconvenience in getting 
in and out and obtaining domestic 
supplies. Anotlier argument is that if 
there is to be tax exemption of improve- 
ments it should go all round, and apply 
not solely to 0. P. R. property, but to 
other property that may be under com- 
paratively aniDflttential private owner- 
ship. Ttiis position is taken by many 
who are in theory single taxers, and 
would otherwise welcome any stop laken 
in that direction. The present city 
council has, however, by a large major- 
ity, vetoed the single tax policy aa alto- 
gether iuipracticaljle. Tlie labor party 
in Vancouver, liowever, ia by no means 
solid, and the tsinj^le tax men, who are 
resolved to back tlieir theory on each 
and every occasion by their votes, are 
more conspicuous for tlieir activity than 
for their numbers. The workers vote 
will therefore in all probability bo 
divided, not a few supporting some 
further exemption of 0. P. R. property 
on the material ground, that the big im- 
provements proposed by Sir William 
Van Horne will cause the spending of a 
very large sum in wages and the em- 
ployment of much local labor; whilst 
there is the further inducement offered, 
that Vancouver may by the great com- 
pany's aid, be enabled to capture much 
of the trade of the Yukon. 

On the whole, the probabilities are 
that any moderate tax exemption pro- 
posal will capture at least a large minor- 
ity of the workers' vote and be sup- 
ported by an actual and possibly ctjnsid- 
erable majority of what may be desig- 
nated aa mercantile and inidille class 
residential voters, who are very atrongly 
represented on the money by-law oloct- 
ors roll of the city. A sweeping jiro- 
posal of tax exemption would probably 
fail to secure ratification ; a moderate 
one ia likely so to do if judiciously intro- 
duced by men of tact and temperately 
Eupported on the platform by arguments 



appealing to material self interest, and 
holding forth that the measure proposed 
will tend to large local industrial devel- 
opment at the hands of a company hav- 
ing a directorate disposed to very friend- 
ly relations with the council and citizens 
of Vancouver. 



SONS OP THE EMPIRE. 

A Society to Secure Preference for- Britisti- 
era Against All Otbers. 

Vancouver, Oct. 21. — (Special)— A 
new fraternal organization has been es- 
tablished here under the presidency of 
Mr. John Mellon and vice-preaidency of 
Mr. A. H. B. Macgowan, with tlie title 
of the Sons of the British Empire. Its 
object is to form a society of wider range 
than the Sons of England, Caledonian, 
Hibernian or St. George's societies and 
embrace all loyal subjects by birth of 
the British Empire. Some 200 members 
have already been enrolled in the new 
Vancouver lodge of the society, which 
therefore aeema likely to attain large 
dimensions. It ia stated to be intended 
to make the aociety active aszainst Orien- 
tal immigration, both Chinese and 
Japanese, aa also a promoter of a eenti- 
nient in favor of preferring British labor 
to imported American and other alien 
employment. It will also seek to culti- 
vate the best of feeling between all na- 
tionalities of British subjects resident in 
British Columbia. 



NEWS OP THE PROVINCE. 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 21. — Mayor Temple- 
ton has sent to Windsor the $200 voted 
by the city council to aid the tire suf- 
ferera. Ttie World fund ia only .^(i yet. 
It ia hoped that the council's initiative 
may lead to a more cenerous response 
from Vancouver. 

Hon. J. H. Turner returned yesteniay 
from a lengthy tour through the prov- 
ince. The Premier will stav here until 
Friday in order to meet Sir William Van 
Horne and will then proceed to Victoria.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

An Unsettled Market With tbe General 
Movement Upward. 



New York, Oct. 21.— What looked at one 
time to-day like a resumption in force ol" 
tliu upward movonu'iit in prices of stocks 
came to an unliniely cud on the Walj 
.Street interpretation of Spain's intention to 
press for more stringent measures against 
liliousters by the United States irovcrn- 
nu'ut, and to call this governauMit to ac- 
count tor the success of the lilil)U.steriiig 
expeilitious. Prices were carried uuiterially 
ahiive last night's level at one tirne diirii}g 
the niiirniiig, but tho gains were entirely 
wiped out in every im|)ortaut stock and net 
ilecliues were near a point in many promin- 
ent inatunces and considerable over that in 
a number of coses. This makes a very wide 
range of Uuctuations for the day, and 
the movements of prices were very coiilhct- 
ing and irregular up to tlie (inal decline. 
There was a good deal ofcoiumisaion house 
buying reported during the morning, but 
the market continued for the first part 
largel}' professional. Selling of stocks for 
London account was more or less of a drag 
on this market. The early rise in the mar- 
ket was aided by the continued iavorahle 
character of statements of railroad earnings 
and by rumors of statements yet to come. 
Money continues easy in this market, the 
bulk of call loans being made at about li 
percent. No further imports of gold are 
exi)ected while Kuropeiin money centres 
show tlie present relative stilfiiess of rates, 
the tendency being all the time to increase 
t!ie diifurences as sliown by sharp cont ruc- 
tion ill the Kauk of ECnglaud's loans this 
week . 

The Evening Post says: There was 
enough backing ond tilling in to-day's stock 
market, even m the forenoon trading, to 
suggest that the actual tendency of the day 
wa-i luuertain. I'rices moved ihiriiig the 
moriiiug tioins witli great irregularity. The 
general luovenient seenieci to be upward, 
but tlie buying was professional, neither 
the Lomloii af^ents nor the coiiiiuission 
houses showing any interest. A ualural 
result from such a situation was the re- 
newal ol speculative selling.

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A FORWARD FOLIC r. 

We notice a disposition on the part of 
the EBBtern press to cry out against any 
thing resembling what may be called a 
forward policy on the part of the Domin- 
ion government. This is not conflned to 
the ConBervative press alone, but is par- 
ticipated in almost equally by the Lib- 
eral papers. It the former only plead* d 
for a policy of inaction, it might be said 
that the motive was a political one; but 
when representative papers of both par- 
ties do BO, the inference is that the East 
em pi ople, eo far as their newspapers 
represent them, do not favor such a 
policy aa the true interests of the Do 
minion demand. We do not advocate 
extravagance. Wei will plead as earn 
estly as any one for the carnal baaband 
ing of the resources of the conntry. We 
have no desire to see the burden of debt 
needlessly increased or the rate of tax 
ation enlarced. But you cannot make 
an omelet without brealcing the eggs, 
and a country cannot adopt a forward 
policy without going to some expense. 
The thing to watch is that the expendi- 
ture is judicious. If by the judicious 
expenditure of money now we can add a 
million or more to the population of the 
Dominion in the next decade, and that 
it can he done is, we think, beyond any 
reasonable doubt, false notiona of econ- 
omy ouebt not to cause the government 
to liold its hand. 

We plead for a forward policy. We 
recard with patisfaction anything that 
can be done to develop trade between 
Canada and Europe. Wo will bail with 
even greater pleasure anything that will 
tend to develop commerce with Asia and 
Australia. We will regard with supreme 
satisfaction anytbintr that will lead to 
the rapid increase of the population, the 
colonization of our vast domain, the de- 
velopment of our incalculable riches. In 
thene views we are euro nil the peopleon 
the Coast share. Probably it would not 
be easy to find many persons in any part 
of the Dominion who would dissent from 
them ; but, judging from the tone of the 
Eastern papers, the EAstern idea is nar- 
ro A-. Eastern people as a rule do not 
granp the poeeibilitieB of their country; 
their views of Ciuiachi are circninscribed. 
Even BUcli a |iroject aa the building of 
the Crow's Neat Pass railway met with 
strenuous opposition from those people 
who have failed to grasp the 
tremendous fact that Canada is 
a country of continental propor- 
tions and iiui.st have its alFaira ad- 
miiiiatered on Ijroad and liberal 
lines. Speaking at Vancouver, Sir Wil- 
liam Van Home aaid tbat the develop- 
ment of the Australian trade depended 
upon the fast Atlantic steamship line. 
It is worth while pondering over this 
Btatomont a little. Superficially the 
two things would eeem to have only a 
remote connection, but Sir William, who 
is nothing if not a master of the practi- 
cal side of the transportation problem, 
makes the one a condition precedent 
to the expansion of the other. This il- 
lustrates how tbia Dominion is knit to- 
gether by a community of interest. It 
ii equally true that everything that will 
enhance the prosperity of the Pacific 
Coast will certainly enure to the ad- 
vantage of the East. So wbea we plead 
for a forward policy, it is with no mere 
local or. Bectional spirit, but because we 
realize that Canada is one in intetest, 
and that all parts of its broad domain 
will share alike in the great prosperity 
which seems to be knocking at 6ur doors. 
Let the order of the day be: Forward 
all along the line. 



THE COMING HOST. 

Thos. Cook & Son, the world-famoua 
excursion agents, ; say :thBb 'Ij^jSJ^ is a 
conservative estimate jof the 'number.of 
people who will leave Great Britain 
alone for the Yukon nest seaaon. It ia 
not unreasonable to suppose that aa 
many people at least will go from the 
United States. Moat persona will con- 
sider these figures as very conservative. 
They appear to be so, wbien we reflect 
that in eight months half a million 
people left the United Kingdom and the 
continent for Johannesburg. If we put 
the number of possible intending immi- 
grants into the Yukon at 200,000 we 
have a host that will choke every a\enuo 
of transportation, and make |ia unpre- 
cedented demand upon the supply of 
food products. It is very probable that 
a large proportion of these people will 
not como to British Columbia, bat'even 
if only half of them do, wo will have a 
problem of tremendous magnitude to 
deal with. The rush will begin early 
in the new year, will last all eunmuer, 
and in the fall there will be the 
return rush. We all talk most now 
about catching the trade of those who 
are going in; but it is quite as import- 
ant to devise ])lans to secure the trade of 
those who come out, and of even greater 
importance to discover some ineans of 
retaining in the province the thonsauds 
who will not be iible to reach their goal. 
If present arrangements are tjarried out 
an English stoaiuabip syndicate will 
land between two thousand and three 
thousand people in Victoria eome time 
in January. Some of them will go for- 
ward to points nearer the gold fields; 
but it will be extraordinary if many of 
them do not remain here. We-tnention 
thesB matters in order that all concerned 
may be ready for tho coming business. 
Very much will depend upon the Plan- 
ner in whicli the people of Victoria are 
able to handle the first rush. If this is 
satisfactorily managed, it will mean 
much to our city. These people wi 
write their first letters from this city. 
Their impressions will determine the 
lino of travel to be adopted by tens of 
thousands. To be forewarned is to Le 
forearmed. 



prudence that all statutes are suli 
ject to construction by the courts. 
Hence, whether in any case the local 
legislatures have exceeded their powers 
or parliament has trenched upon their 
rights must be determined by the courts 
upon the conatrnction of the British 
North America Act. 

The Supreme Oour£ of British Colum- 
bia did not require au act of the legisla- 
ture to authorize it to make an act of the 
legislature " the subject of judicial de- 
claion or reversal." This power is vest- 
ed in the court in the very nature ot 
things. Neither ia there any questipn 
aa to the right of the legislature to 
authorize the government to submit to 
the court constitutional questions, the 
regulation of procedure in the courts be- 
ing within tho jurisdiction of the local 
legislatures. No question has been 
raised, nor do we think any can be, as 
to the constitutionality of the Act of 
1891, under which the coal mine regula- 
tion waa submitted to the Supieme 
court of this province. The reiil quea- 
tion seema to bo this: The Supreme 
Court of Canada will only entertain an 
appeal from a final judgment, and there 
could be none in a proceeding taken 
under the Act of 1891. It ia true tbat 
the Act of 1891 aaya, " the opinion ot the 
court shall be deemed a judgment of the 
court, and au appeal shall lie therefrom 
aa in the case of a judf^mont in an 
action"; but such a provision would 
give tho Supreme Court of Canada no 
juriadiction, for the reason that the 
court takes its jurisdiction from an act 
of the Canadian parliament, and it can- 
not be enlarged or restricted by the local 
legislatures. This is all that baa been 
decided by tlie court at Ottawa,

TEE POINT INVOL VED. 

Commenting upon the refusal of the 
Supreme Court of Canada to entertain 
the appeal in the Coal Mines Regula- 
tions case, the NeWB-Advertiser aays 
" To allow tbat an act of the lef^islature 
could he made the subject of judicial de- 
cision or reversal, aa though it were an 
ordinary subject of legal controversy, 
waa in our opinion to trench upon the 
prerogatives and power of the legiala 
ture." This is the view which our con^ 
temporary aays it expressed when tht 
provincial court gave its decision. We 
venture to say that when the decision of 
the court is published, our con temper 
ary will find that the reason for it is 
something very difTerent to that upon 
which it plumes itself aa suggeating in 
advance. 

Our contemporary's own statement of 
the grounds of the decision do not war 
rant what it now claims. We quote 
from the telegraphic aynopsis in its Ot' 
tawa despatch of the 19th inst. The de- 
spatch says the case came up "upon a 
motion to quash the appeal for .want of 
jurisdiction, on the ground tbat the 
opinion or decision of the court below ia 
not a final judgment susceptible of ap 
peal under the Supreme Court Act, as 
it arises out of a reference by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of British Columbia as 
to the constitutionality of the British 
Columbia statute by which Chinamen 
are forbidden to bo emploj'ed iinilcr- 
ground." This motion the Supreme 
Court of Canada decided 
favor of the respondents in :ip- 
peal, and the decision does not 
in tho moat remote way touch the 
point made by tho No\va-Ad vertiser. It 
would Ije Btrani,'e, indeed, if tlie Su prenie 
Court of Cani^da or any other iribuna 
should hold that an act of the leijiBlature 
could not " be made the 8ubje::t of judi 
cial decision or reversal." The hooka are 
full of casea where aueh acts have been 
so dealt with. The first inatance which 
occurs to us is that of the Houlton Kail 
way bonds case, where the Supreme 
court held that an act of a provincial 
legislature chartering acompany to build 
a tailway from a point within Canada to 
a point outside of Canada was uuconati- 
tutional, and .therefore could be set 
agido as unconstitutional. The riglitof 
the legialaturea of New Brunswick and 
^Llnitoba to paas non-sectarian school 
laws, the legality of certain acta both of 
t!io provincial legialaturea and the par- 
liament of Canada to pass laws reatrict- 
iag the traffic in intoxicating liquors, 
and numerous other questions of doubt- 
ful constitutionality, have been the sub- 
ject of judicial decision and in some 
cifios, of reversal, if that is tho correct 
word to apjily to a judgment declaring 
an act unconstitutional. The i>reroga- 
tivea and powers of the legislature are 
exercised on the understanding that all 
its legislative acts are subject to review 
by the courts on the ground of constitu- 
tionality. Herein there is a great difler- 
ence between the conditions exieting in 
Canada and those arising in Gi^at Brit- 
ain or in any of the colonies, whose 
legislaturetdo not derive their authority 
from,an act of patliament, and this dif- 
ference is due to the fact that the re- 
spective powers of the parliament of 
Canada and the provincial legislatures 
are the creation of a statute, and 
it 'ia a recognized principle of juris- 



Bismarck aaya that the Monroe doc- 
trine 18 "uncommon insolence." He 
does not refer to the original doctrine, 
which waa reasonable enough. That 
doctrine waa that the United States 
would regard aa an unfriendly act any 
atleinjjt on the part of any European to 
interfere with the independence of any 
country on the American continent, 
Tbia was not exactly the language used 
by President Monroe, but it conveys his 
meaning. He took this position on the 
suggestion of Canning, then British pre- 
mier, who atood ready to back him up 
in it, Tlie modern doctrine ia that the 
United States is the arbiter of all things 
on this continent when the interests of 
any European nation and those of any 
American nation come in conflict.

A SEW YUKON INDUSTRY.

to Fleece His 



Captain Garland, I he well known min- 
in;.' man, nntl Howard l''riinkliii, the 
\'nk()ii disooverer, had a little experi- 
ence witli a confidence man a few days 
iiL'o when tliey were in the Golden Ciate 
city to sea Joseph Ladue in connection 
with the expedition they are organizing 
lor the Yukon. However, it was the 
eonlideiu^o man who came out of the 
wrong end of the liorn, as Captain Gar- 
land explained yestertiay while laughing 
over hia li ttle ex [/erience. 

One day a man who represented him- 
self aa a Yukon miner presented him- 
self to Captain Garland and Mr. I'raiik- 
lin, and hauling sundry nuggets and 
pioces of rich quartz from his pockets 
began to talk of his diacov- 
eriea on Iho Stewart river. _ So 
long as lie dealt in glittering generalities 
the man who gave his name aa Knowl- 
ton was all right, for Mr. Franklin re- 
membered that a year or so ago a man 
by that name did go into the Yukon bv 
way of the Ashcroft route. However, 
Iviiowlton apoke of finding rich gold in a 
])'ace where Mr. Franklin had himself 
been, and whereto his own knowledge 
not a color oi gold could be found. He 
kept his counsel and after the man left 
told Captain Garland that he believed 
the ao-called ICnowlton was a sham. It 
so chanced that tliey liappened to men- 
tion the matter to a relumed Yukon 
miner named Hoover, who at once spot- 
ted Knowlton as a man who had worked 
the old miner racket on hiui and fleeced 
liiin at cards as a result;, dipt. Garland 
at once put the police on Knowlton'a 
track, and in a little while the man was 
behind the bars f >r d dug uii flojver, 
the police describin.{ h'.iu aa one of the 
smootheat confidence men in Ban Fran- 
ciaco, ■ ' 



The presence as visitors of Sir William 
Van Horne and Mr. Jamea McNainee, of 
Klondyke fame, made yesterday's ses- 
sion of the board of trade council an ex- 
ceptionally interesting one. Each of 
these gentlemen is an authority on the 
subjects regarding which the board 
sought information. Sir William was 
brief and to the point in his rouiarka 
but before he concluded apeakiiig th 
gratifying assurance was ohtaiued from 
him that on the arrival of the new cable 
now in process of manufacture in Eng 
land, there shall be no further interrup 
tion in telegraphic communication with 
Victoria; that Victoria in its relations 
with the Klondyke trade will receive 
every consideration in the advertising 
publicationa of the national transconti 
nental lino ; and that the extension of 
telegraphic facilitiea to Esquimalt, for 
the convenience of the navy and of mor 
chant shijjping entering Royal Roads, 
will bo promptly attended to. 

Mr. McNameo was the first of the two 
guests ol the board to address the mem- 
bers of the council, hia remarks being 
confined to the character and conditions 
of the upper Yukon country in which be 
has been one of the most fortunate 
claim owners. With an experience in 
mining extending over 21 years, the last 
four of which have been spent in the 
Klondyke country, he regards the dis 
trict of the upper Yukon as the greatest 
gold field of the world to-day. His 
entry to the treasure land was made via 
the Dyea trail. Which he described as 
" pretty rough, but not bad enough to 
discourage anyone with an average 
phyei(iue and a stout heart." 

'ihere was not much interest taken in 
the country at that time, its population 
being something less than seven hun- 
dred all told, and the miners thinking 
not BO mucli about fortunes as how to 
make grub money. On only one or two 
of the creeks liad anything more than a 
bare living been taken out. Miller creek 
being the shining example, and Johnnie 
Miller — who took out if lO.OOO— the most 
fortunate individual. 

Then came the great discoveries that 
have electrified the world, and to day 
Mr. McNainee saya that while other dis- 
coveriea have shown greater wealth for 
a short distance, notably in Cariboo, the 
world has never yet seen so rich a coun- 
try for extent. As an example he points 
to El Dorado creek. This stream, he 
savB, is four miles long, and if ho wore 
offered his choice of a claim anywhere 
from source to mouth it would be impos- 
sible to choose a auporlatively valuable 
one, aa all are equally good. 

The gold in these far northern streams 
is not pockety — it is evenly distributed, 
and herein lies the great future of the 
district. On El Dorado, too, there are 
good prospects of the benches ))roving 
profit makers as far up as No. li above 
the mouth, or for a distance of nearly 
one mile. Besides his celebrated claim 
on El Dorado, Mr. McNamee has prop- 
erty on Bonanza, Victoria, Gold Bottom 
and Hunker creeks, all of which he con- 
siders rich alluvial streams. 

El Dorado is in hie opinion the richest 
creek, but the gold of Bonanza is, in his 
eyes, of a superior iineneas. This year 
another creek, Dominiun, was added to 
the list. At the time of his departure 
from the North its prospects were en- 
couragingly bright, and as it ia sonie- 
thing like thirty miles long, exclusive of 
tributaries, there is much work to bo 
done upon it. 

As to the cost of Bnp|)lies in the North, 
Mr. JlcNamee explained th.at *700 would 
provision a man forthoyear if he bought 
ilia supplies at Dawson, this sum at the 
current j)ricea last season representing 
nine luindrod pounds. 

He himself came out of the country — 
to which he purposes returning in tlio 
spring — by tlie river route. He had an 
ac(|Uaintance with the Hootalincpia, 
however, and could say from peraonal 
knowledge that it was suitable for steam 
navigation for at least one tiundred 
miles, nor had he ever heard of obataclea 
beyond this point to which he had gone. 

"TheTeslin lake route he would con- 
sider admirable for summer travel, and 
if stations were established along it, say 
every twenty miles, there was no ap- 
parent reason vvhy it should not com- 
mand i he trade. The llalton trail was 
also very good for the summer ; in the 
winter eeason men were very liable to 
lose their way on it, as all landmarks 
were (jblitorated. 

.•\b to the Dyea tr.iil, ho wotild advise 
no lino to go in by it before March, whiin 
the ro.ul would he found hard as a floor, 
iuid, the river openiie.; about the I'Hih of 
May, any one might go through, follow- 
fng the ice down the river. From his

own observations he could say that there 
was any amount ot ground not taken up 
that would pay from $10 to $16 a day. 
This, hpwever would satisfy no one at 
the pi^eeent time. Operations only last- 
ed t^u months last year, but this— if 
grub enough can tie obtained— the mines 
should work seven or eiglit months, in 
which event, if Hio necessary labor ia 
also obtainable, the output next season 
should bo from ten to twelve millions. 

" How about these atories we see in the 
papers of the gold the niinera have in 
ilie conl oil cans put away under theii; 
Liede!" 

This question came somewhat hesita- 
tingly from President Kirk, 
" la there any truth in the stories?" 
" Well," Mr. McNameo was equally 
deliberate with his reply. " I cannot 
say that there is any exaggeration. The 
miners have got to have some place to 
put their gold, and a coal oil tin answers 
very well. I had a hard chase after 
yeast cans myself last year. In the past 
the gold has been left unmolested in the 
cabins, and no one would think of lock- 
ing a door. There are an honeat lot of 
men in that country, or at least there 
were lust year. There are some pretty 
tough people coming in now thoutih." 

Mr. Thomaa Karle, M.P., seeking in 
formation on the subject, Mr. McNamee 
gave it as his ooinion that the provinioii 
for the reservation of alternate cl.iim 
cannot woi k " worth a cent." 

To Sir William Van Horne he further 
exi)lained that it would bo impossible to 
carry out the proposal in actual practice. 

If, aa would presumably be the case, 
these alternate claims were disposed of 
by auction, it would he the highest bid- 
der who would get them— and here 
would be where capital would crowd out 
the practical miner unfairly. In em- 
phasizing this objection he was speak- 
ing against bis own interest, perhaps, 
but he nevertheless felt deeply on the 
subject, as the working out of the rule 
would bo to diacourage intelligent pros- 
pecting and drive the miners to the 
•American side, where the laws govern- 
ing them were framed Ijy the miners 
themselves and respected by them. 

The royalties, too, were a subject de- 
serving of condemnation aa unjust and 
impolitic. Inspector Conaidine liad here- 
tioforo made the laws for the upper Yu- 
kon miners — framing and administering 
them in a manner to meet with hearty 
approtialion. 

Replying again to a question by Sir 
William Van Horne, Mr. .McNamee ex- 
plained that the dog salmon was about 
the only variety of this standard fish to 
reach Dawson reliably, although the 
king salmon at times put in au appear- 
ance. The latter was an excellent eat- 
ng fish, while the dog salmon waa fit 
only for tho use implied by its name — 
for feeding to the dogs. 

Itgavoliim pleasure, he said, to be 
able to facilitate the work of the board, 
as he appreciated the ellbrta that were 
being [uit forward for the development 
of the iClondyhe country — whicli was 
large enough for all hard working men 
who would go there. When the placer 
mining waa worked out, there were the 
quartz deposits juat aa worthy of at- 
tention. 

Sir William Van Horne waa introduc- 
ed by I-'residont Kirk, who expressed liia 
satisfaction at the opportunity afforded 
for the asking and answering authorita- 
tively of a few questions regarding the 
"ntentiona of the CP. II. toward Vic- 
toria. Particularly — it was desirable to 
know what the G.P.R. contemplated in 
connection with the entering of the Yu- 
kon mining district— as, if the C.P.R. 
steamers are to call at Victoria, it means 
much to the trade of this city that the 
fact ahall be made kuown. 

Sir William replying, also expressed 
satisfaction at again finding himself in 
Victoria, and ready to answer any ques- 
tions the board might have lieen treas- 
uring up against the day of Ids apjiear- 
ance. In regard to the Yukon trade, the 
company proposed the immediate es- 
tablishment of a line of first class, thor- 
oughly iii)-tc) date freight and passenger 
teamers, for two of which a contract 
was closed only on Wednesday. The 
matter being so very recent, no oppor- 
tunity for discussing the details of oper- 
ation had yet been presented, hut Vic- 
torians might rest assured that Victoria 
would not be in any viay ignoied in 
either the calling or the advertisement 
of the line. 
By this time be hoped many of the 
om)>laintB Victoria had bad in the past 
n regard to C.P.R. antagonism had been 
forever laid at rest. As a matter of fact 
tho C.P.R. had nothing but the best 
wishes for Yictoria, nor would the man- 
agement of the road fail to do all in their 
power to promole Victoria's prosperity. 

In rei;ard to tlie tfiieu'raph eystem, of 
which Mr. Kirk had spoken, the presi- 
ent (jf the Canadian Pacific declared 
that he fully appreciated the feeling 
ere when the announcement of " wires 
own " idaced an obstacle in the way of 
lusinesa. The existing state of ali'airs 
would not long continue, however, as 
the company had at present in manu- 
facture a cable that would not break, 
and which would ensure uninterrupted 
communication. This cable would be 
ere some time in the spring, and after 
t was in use there would be no further 
trouble, as the land lines would at the 
same timo be put in first class condition. 
He had aa a matter of fact been un- 
ware that tho neighboring naval village 
of Ksijiiimalt was not already connected 
by wire, but the fact having been 
brought to hia notice, he would give the 
issnranco that the desired communica- 
ion would ho iirovided. He could not 
ndeed understand why this exteneion 
ad not been made ere this. 
On tho conclusion of Sir William's re- 
marks, the council spent some time in 
considering the draft of the ad<lress to 
bo predeiited to Hon. Cliflbrd Sifton, 
minister of the interior, on his return 
from tho North next week, the mem- 
bers of the board in attendance, includ- 
ing Messrs. G. A. Kirk, presiden t ; T. S. 
Futcher, D. R. Ker, William Temple- 
man, H. A. Munn, Simon Leisgr, W. F. 
Bullen, Thomas Earle, M. P., A. 0. 
Flumerfelt, Fred. J. Claxton and F. 
Elworthy.

Among the beet numbers of the pio- 
grauime should l)e mentioned the solos 
of Miss Eatelle llibliou, Miea Leontine 
Hartnagle, Miss McNille and Miea Lom- 
bard. iSlisa llilibeu uuide her dchatlast 
evening, and her voice, which ia un- 
doubtedly a contralto, posaeasea great 
sweetness and power.

THE ONLY WWTE BUrPXLO. 



' Seen and Chased by In.linns and nuutors, 
but Never CnucUt. 

During tho summer of 1875 hands cf 
Indiaua returning from a hunt far out 
Du tlie plains brought in stories of hav- 
ing seen at different times andindiScr- 
B!it places, and always in tiio center of 
a hirgo herd, a wiiitn buffalo. They Jiad 
us(:d their best Jiorses in the effort to 
□vertako it to no purpo93, never being 
able to get anywhere near the animal. 
&t first we did not pay. much attention 
to these stories, hut stul it kept crop- 
ping up from different camps, and at 
last, in tho fall of 1875, I myself had a 
chance to verify tho truth of the report. 
I had been sent on duty north along tho 
Ked Deer river and was camped near a 
large baud of Blackfeet, who were hunt- 
ing south of that river. The buffaloes had 
moved north in vast numbers, aud tho 
prairie was black with thein. 

I had gone out one morning with a 
party of Blackfeet to seo one of their 
iinnts, and also to try and kill for my- 
lelf. My horse was a good one and mnoh 
faster than any belonging to tho Indian 
hunters. I had got detached from the 
party, becoming tired of the slaughter, 
iiud must have been at least 20 miles 
from camp, when I made for a small 
clump of timber not far off, intending 
to build a fire and loast a portion (rf 
some buffalo meat I had on the saddle 
with me. As I approached the wood a 
b;iud of about 100 animals burst out of 
the brush and made oil to tho south, 
and, yes, most certaialy, in the middle 
of them was a white bnffalo. Althongh 
they were a (luarter of a milo away, 
till 11' could bo no mistake about it. Ho 
wa.-i there as largo as life and quite 
white aud running like a deer. There 
was no time to much moro than take in 
the scene, but I gathered up the reins 
and was after him, determined to bag 
that buffalo or kill my horse. 

Oil, what a raco it was, mile after 
mile! And, althongh all the band, with 
tho exception of about a dozen, had 
split off and gone in different; direc- 
tions, the white animal, with his body- 
guard of about a dozen kept at about 
tho same distance ahead. I could catch 
n glimpse of him now aud then, and 
there was no doubt he was snow white. 
Get within shot I could not for many 
miles. At last they began to tire, aud, 
althongh my horse tired also, I Jiad 
good hopes of coming up and getting a 
shot. Alas, for such a cbuucs! Of a 
sudden my horse lurched forward on 
hia noso, sending mo over his head on to 
the prairie aud turning a somersault 
himself, missing mo by only a few feet. 
Ho had put his foot into a badger hole 
u;id brought my liopes of a white robe 
to a sudden end. — Forest aud Stream.

Varlans \V:iy» of Correctly Ouiding the 
CttiirHO of n Vessul. 

Gnstav Kobbo contributes an article 
to St. Nicholas. Mr. Eobbe says: 

Sailors steer by tho wake of tbo ship. 
^Vheu a vessel is running free — that is, 
with the wind dead astern — slie must 
leave a straight wake, or she ia not run- 
ning a straight course. When she is "on 
the wind," her canvas full, not shiver- 
ing — when she is 

As near as she will'lle 
By kceplnR full and bye— 

her wake will bo at an migle greater or 
Ics.j, according to tho forco of tho wind 
aud the speed of the vessel. This angle 
measures what we call the ship's "lee 
way" — thatwhich she loses from a true 
course. With a vessel hove to in a gale 
the leewaj' becomes very large and is 
called tho "drift." 

Coasting craft steer by tho of 
white surf on the slioro or in thick 
weather by its roar as it breaks on 
tbo beach or rooks. They haul in to 
catch tho sound, then keep ofS nntil 
they loso it, and then bnnl in again to 
a cei,tral Hue and maintain it. An old 
sea dug onco told mo that ono thick 
night, coming up along the coast with 
a head wind so that they had to tack in 
and off shore, tliey sailed their tacks, 
iir Mill their "legs," bj- candles — run- 
ning off shore long enough to burn ont 
two candles, but btirning one for tho 
inshore li g, so ns to avoid standing in 
too close.

Tho Gravitation Theory. 

In one of liis lectures before the Low- 
ell institute, Boston, recently Professor 
G. F. Wriglit combated the supposition 
lhat tho conclusions of modern physical 
science are freo from dillicultios and 
dear of all doubt. Instead of snob be- 
ing tlio case science, he declares, is lead- 
ing deeper and deeper iuto 'inystoric! 
liiid substituting instead of single niys- 
fiiries an ever increasing multitude for 
e:;ch one. Ho instanced in illustration 
the Newtonian theory of gravitation as 
involving paradoxes to this day uucs- 
pluined, arguing that if bodies act up- 
on each other at a distance without any 
intervening medium then u thing can 
act where it is not, which is an absurd- 
ity, while, on tho other hand, if there 
Is a material medium filling all space, 
and a gravity is transmitted through 
that by a push rather than by a pull, 
t ben tlie transmission ought to occupy 
some appteciablo time, but this it does 
not do, aud at any rate, if its action is 
not absolutely instantaneous, its veloci- 
ty must be at least fifty milkion times 
grcfitcr than that of light. Moreover, 
evcrj effort to represent gravitation ns 
the riiult of a push from behind in- 
volves absurdities of various kinds. In j 
fact, Newton's final conolneioD was that 
the philosophy of gravitation is abso- 
iut; .,'iLc.uutii^iiblua:.wl!ji action par». 
uo:iicBl.

THE FORMER INHABITANTS OF ELLS- 
WORTH AND HAYS CITY. 



Dask In Vhk' Siztlas TheM Towna Were 
Not So Qnlet m Xhejr Aie Now— How 
Somo of the CItlseaui Settled Down— Wild 
BUI and Jim Oony, 

"Ell.sworth I" shouted a brakeman on 

the Union Paciflo railway, Kansas divi- 
sion, as the train swept through a 
pi-airio valley and slowed up at a sleepy, 
Cottonwood shaded, prairie encircled 
western Kansas town. To the left could 
be seen a largo nnd peculiar building, 
located on the outskirts of tho village. 

"What is thai building?" I asked ol 
tiio gray, bearded man who had shared 
my seat for the last 20 miles. 

"That is the Grand Army grounds 
nnd building," ho said. "It belongs to 
tho old soldiers, and they hold a ruuniou 
there every summer. " 

"They have picked on a very quiot 
town in which to rcudczvous. " 

"Yes, this ia a quiet town now, bnt I 
ean remember, 30 years ago, when Ells- 
worth v.'as heU'fi half acre. Yes, worse 
than that, for all the cusscduess going 
ou in this town in tho sixties couldn't 
have been crowded on to less thanholPa 
half section. Times was mighty dull in 
Ellsworth them dayswlieu there wasn't 
work for the coroner six days in tho 
week, and ho generally had to work 
overtime on Sundays. It was the tough- 
est place on tho plains until tho rail- 
road moved on west, and tho killers, 
toughs, gamblers and their female com- 
panions followed on to Hays City. Then 
tlio carnival of crime and tho contract 
for filling the graveyard was transferred 
to Hays. But today both towns are as 
(luiet and orderly as a New EIngland 
village. Some of the bad men of those 
days settled hero in Ellsworth perma- 
nently find became qniot citizens — after 
they became rc^sidents of tho graveyard 
ou the hill yonder. 

"Apaohe Bill, scout nnd tough, took 
up a permanent residence out yonder 
because n bartender got thedropon him 
one night and added about two ounces 
to Bill's weight iu tho shapo of lead 
placed where it would do tho most good.

" Bill Hickok (\Vild Bill) gained his 
famo at Hays City, west of here, as 
also did Jim Curry, who later ou shot 
and killed Ben Porter, an actor, at Mar- 
shall, Tcs. I knew Jim Curry when ho 
was an engineer on this rnad. Ho bo- 
cnmo enamored of a woman, married 
her, and they settled down in Hays 
City, keeping a little rcstanrant there. 
Thero was a regiment of negro soldiers 
(;uartcred nt Fort Hays. Tho negroes 
took olfcuso at .Tim because ho refused 
to servo thom with meals at hia house. 
They came around to clean out tho 
place. Jim went to shooting, and when 
ho quit Undo Sam's army was deci- 
mated to some extent 

"Wild Bill was a nervy man and did 
some killing iu Jiis day, and ho might 
havo lived longer if ho had not grown 
careless. You see. Bill, like all men of 
his class, was always expecting trouble 
and was always on gnard. Bill for years 
had never allowed himself to pet into a 
position where his keen eye aud ready 
re- Her wero not master of the situa- 
tion, but ho did allow tho drop to be 
got on hini twice to my knowledge. The 
lirst timo I was present, and tho next 
time — well, Bill was was gouo hirnsolf 
when thoKccond timo came to a climax. 

"I will tell yon tho story of tho timO' 
I was present. Is'ow, I never knew Bill 
to pnll his gun to kill unless it was in 
Txlt defense or there was no other way 
to secure tho peace and quiet Bill al- 
ways hankered for and would have — 
peaceiibly if ho could, forcibly if ho 
must. .Tim Curry was a coward, but he 
was determined to acquire a reputation 
as a bad man, and, as Bill Hickok held 
tho championship of the world at that 
timo .as u killer, Curry thought ho 
miglit safely run u bluff on Wild Bill. 

"So he sent Bill word ho would kill 
him on tiight, not that ho had anything 
against Bill, but Curry had gone into 
tho killing business, and be proposed to 
liold tho center of the stage and show 
that ho was displaying energy and apt- 
itude iu hi.i business. Bill paid no at- 
ti-ntion to Curry's talk, not considering 
him iu his class. 

"Ono day 1 met Curry on tho street 
in Hays. Wo went into u saloon kept 
:iy a liftlc, ncrvoui, excitable Gorman. 
Wild Bill's tall form and long, black 
liair loomed up at a table in tho back 
part of tho room. His bai^k was towurcs 
Curry and myself. Curry walked over 
to tho table, staiuling directly behind 
Bill, Before any ono suspected what ho

head and said, 'Now, you long haired

to die. ' Bill never batted an eye nor 
moved a mnHclo, but said, 'You would

you?' 'Wouldn't I? What show did you 
ever give any one, you — ?' 

"Tbo Dutchmnn was dancing around 
liko mad, imploring Jim to put up his 
^un and for him and Bill to shako 
i:,nds. If they would, ho would stand 
cat for the house, which proposition 
,vas fluully accepted. Wild Bill nnd 
Jim Curry shook hands, after which 
Bill said: 'Now, Jim, I got notbin 
ag'in yon, and I don't want to kill you, 
but if you are bound to get a reputation 
there's a town full of tendcrfeet here 
and lots of sa8.sy nigger soldiers. Go 
practice on thecn. You'll havo to git 
more of 'em to give you a reputation, 
and it will take more time to git thar 
than if yon held a discussion with me. 
but I think you will live longer to en- 
joy it and be happier than if yon kept 
up projectiu with mo. So now lo's jes' 
drop this, or I may get tho idea into my 
head that you're in earnest, and that 
might bo bad for you ' ""-Indianapolis 
Jontnal. ...

Within the pasfc forty-eight hours a 
new and decidedly mysterious phase in 
the Bailey-CumminR8 entanglement has 
presented itself — a chapter which com- 
pletely puzzles at least a portion of the 
city force. It may be best explained by 
a simple narration of the circumstances 
as reported at headquarters irom Er- 
skine, Wall & Oo'fl, where HftUet Bailey 
is employed as olerkt 

The time waa Tuesday evening, and 
the principal actor in the scene a 
atrancer who introduced himself by in- 
ciuiring if Bailey was in. He held his 
hand on his hip pocket as he spoke, and 
he seemed to be considerably excited. 
On being informed that Bailey was not 
in, this information being siippleinentetl 
with the question as to whether he 
would leave any message, he replied : 

" Well, I'm Tom Cummings' brother, 
and you can just tell him that if I run 
across him I'm going to shoot him on 
ei^lit." 

The mattet wfts fOported to the police, 
and detective Perdue gave it immediate 
attention. So far the maker of the san- 
29,712 guinary threat has not been identified, 
however, while the strangest part of the 
matter is that no one can be found who 
knows that Cummings has a brother, or 
if so that he is living in Victoria. 

There ia a possibility that someone has 
been indulging in that mild species of 
insanity known as a practical joke. 

The "preliminary hearing of the case 
against' Thoniaa Cummings ended yes- 
terday, with the result that the accused 
stands committed for trial on the charge 
of shootinp Hallet Bailey with intent to 
murder. There was another crowd at 
the police court to hear Mr. Helmcken 
for the defence put Bailey through a 
CToaa-examinatlon, but there was not 
very much in the sensational line to 
gratify their curiosity. 

Mr. Bailey waa represented by Mr. F. 
B. Gregory, and save for a few objections 
the examination proceeded smoothly 
enough. Mr. Helmcken took up the 
thread of the story where it terminated 
at the last day's sitting — just where 
Bailey had invited Cummings to lunch 
with him at the Poodle Dog — and the 
questions put were to elicit what had 
passed in conversation between the two 
men at the restaurant table previous to 
the shooting. 

Bailey could remember very little of 
the details of the conversation, though 
in substance he said it related to Mrs. 
Cummings. Cummings had asked him 
in the course of conversation where Mra. 
Cummings was, and Bailey had replied 
that he did not know. Then there was 
some talk about Mrs. Cummings' history 
and Cumminge had told him that the 
lirst time he met her they were playing 
cards and Mrs. Cummings (then Misa 
Neary) waa stepping on his feet under 
tlie table. This caused a laugh among 
the spectators. Bailey could not re- 
member Ounjmings saying: 

" Mr. Bailey, do you know what it is 
to break up a man's home," anil asked 
if he had upon that tilted back his 
chair and smiled at Cummings; Bailey 
could not remember doing so. He 
certainly had not said that he meant to 
wreck Cummings' life by fair play or 
foul. 

Pressed by Mr. Helmcken to say what 
did pass after Cummings had spoken 
about his home being broken up. Bailey 
thought he might have replied : 

" I was not the means of breaking 
it up." 

Mr. Helmcken put numerous (jues- 
tiona to Bailey about what Cinnmiu^ig 
was supposed to have said, but Bailey 
could not recollect hearing them during 
the conversation. Be did not renietn 
her telling Cummings, " I'd like tn eym 
pathize v. ith you but cannot." He (lit 
recollect Cumminga asking "Why ahouli 
you go round with iny wife while I was 
away? "and thought he answered, 
wan not with your wife." Certainly that 
was not a correct answer, Mr. Bailey 
admitted. 

" What motive had you for this incor- 
rect answer? " asked Mr. llelnicken. 

" I object to that," nut in Mr. Uregory 
— " it's not evidence." 

This objection waa sustained by the 
magistrate. 

" Waa that the only incorrect answer 
you gave to Cummings?" inquired Jlr. 
Helmcken. 

" There may have been others, but I 
don't remember," answered tbe wit- 
ness. 

" Vou said the first thing that came to 
you '"^

New Yokk, Oct. 20. — Because of the 
new tariif laws of the United States and 
Canada, Mr. W. H. Lever, the big Eng- 
lish soap manufacturer, has come to the 
United States to establish a factory, and 
he will go to Canada with the same pro- 
ject for that country.

German Issistancc to the Strikers 
and an Appeal to the 
United States. 



Lo.N'DON, Oct. 21. — A new <ind moat 
important element has been introduced 
into the great, engineering dispute by 
the official intervention Of the board of 
trade. The Bight Hon. C. T. Ritchie, 
president of the board, proposes in an 
identical letter addressed to the masters 
and the men a conference baaed upon 
the following suggested arrangement of 
their businesB ! 

1. The trades union on their part, 
while maintaining the right of combina- 
tion, will disavow any intention of in- 
terfering with the management of the 
business of the employers. 

2. The demand for a forty-eight hour 
week made by the men'a joint commit- 
tee upon the federated employers of 
London, without a previous request for 
a conference with the employers, ia 
withdrawn. 

3. A conference between the represen- 
tatives of the federated employers and 
tho engineering unions shall be held 
forthwith to diacusa and settle tho 
houra of labor, 

4. The constitution of the conference 
shall be arranged by its chairman or 
other selected representatives of both 
parties. 

Tho executive committee of the amal- 
gamated society of engineers is about to 
send to the leading labor organizations 
in the United States a statement giving 
details of tho strike of tho engineers now 
in progress and declaring that the sum 
of ifl0O,OOU ia required weekly to pay the 
men on strike and meet other expenses. 
This amount, the statement Bays, can 
only be raiaed by aubscription, and the 
conimittee appeala to tho liberality of 
the American friends of labor to aaaist 
the engineers to defeat the employers' 
attempt to crush their organization. 

The society has received 50,000 marks 
from German unions, which sympathize 
with the British engineers in their ellbrts 
to secure shorter houra. With the 
money was sent a promise that more 
would be contributed. 

New Yonic, Oct. 20. — There is consid- 
erable talk here among the labor leaders 
of a movement in sympathy with the 
amalgamated asaociation of engineers, 
whose membera are on strike in Eng- 
land. The international machinists' 
union of thia country repreaenta the 
same class of workmen as the amalga- 
mated engineers of England, and it waa 
said yesterday that Grand Master 
O'Oonnell, of the machiniata' union, 
who ia a vice-president of the American 
federation of labor, is in communication 
with President Goinpers with a view to 
sending financial aid to tho strikers in 
England. TI>"ro were rumors alsathat 
co-operation with tho strikers in another 
way waa contemplated. 

TheTitneotliis morning in an editorial 
on the engineering dispute Bays: "It 
would be a very paying business for 
German or American artisans to supply 
funds to prolong the struggle which 
would drive the engineering business 
from Great Britain to foreign competi- 
tors." 

Glasgow, Oct. 21. — ilembers of the 
employers' federation in thia city say 
there ia no prospect that the mediation 
of the board of trade in the engineering 
dispute on the linea soggested by the 
identical letter of the board will be ac- 
cepted.

Toronto, Oct. 21.— R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly statement ol trade in Canada 
says: "The trade diatributiou at Mon- 
treal taken as a whole is of a vi ry f.iir 
seasonable character with most houecM, 
the volume of trade being a good drai 
ahead of last year's. Iri general liiy 
goods and kindred lines business may be 
called good. In pig iron and other heavy 
metals there is no great activity, but for 
hardware, paints, oil, glass, etc., a ateady 
demand ia reported and the general ten- 
dency is towards a strungchening in 
values. Cements are moving freely and 
prices are firmer, owing to an advance 
in Europe and the scarcity of freight 
space, so that some shortnesa of aupply 
is anticipated. 

Boot and alioe niannfncturera have 
completed the bulk of the fall ship- 
ments and will he shortly preparing for 
the usual atuck-taking, .so that no very 
heavy buying of leather is expected. 
Wholesale grocers report satisfactory 
liusinesf; for dried fruits. Cheese and 
butter values show aoine sliglit weaken- 
ing, but the outward movement from 
this port continues brisk, cheese ahip- 
mcnts alone exceeding 100,000 boxes last 
week. 

The general report regarding remit- 
tances ia that the improvement noted of 
late ia maintained. The market is a 
shade lirtiier and' the few banks who 
were (juoting li '.j per cent, for call funds 
have now made the rate 4 per cent, in 
cnnformity with the majority. The dis- 
count rate remains at to 7 per cent. 

General wholesale trade at Toronto ia 
fairly eatiafactory. Prices continue very 
tirm with an upward tendency. Busineaa 
ia active in hardware and metala, and 
jiriceg are iirni. Groceries ai^ in fair 
demand with jirospects briglit. The tone 
of the leather and hide markota ia firmer. 

Laree ciuantitea of wheat have gone for 
export of late and prices rule ateady 
around 80 cents at Ontario points. 
Coarse grains, however, are inclined to 
be heavy. Hogs are lower, while cured 
meatB, which are in Umited supply, are 
firm. 

Money markets are unchanged, with 
prime commercial paper discounted at 6 
per cent, and call loans 4 per cent. Fail- 
urea f6r the week are 86 againat 54 for 
the aame week of last year.
